Protest Hearing 


Confirmation of the assessment 
levied for the condemnation of land 
to open Iive Oak avenue to Uni- 
versity drive was delayed last Tues- 
day night when the city council 
continued the protest hearing to 


next Tuesday after several Live Oak 
avenue residents vociferously pro- 
tested the levy. 

The assessment, which totals 
$1574.96, has been split up among 
property owners in the Live Oak 
avenue district. City Attorney 
George K. Whitworth explained 
that the city had donated $15000 
to the paving cost of Live Oak 
avenue as an offset to the cost of 
the land necessary to be acquired 
for the opening of the end of the 
street. At first, he said, the coun- 
cil was doubtful whether the city 
could afford any contribution what- 
soever. In addition, he said, the city 
is also paying $543 for the inci- 
dental expenses in the condemna- 
tion of the land and has advanced 
under court order in order to gain 
possession a total of $1574.96. This 
latter sum, according to Whit- 
worth, is what the city is seeking 
to recover through the assessment. 

The group of protestants, how- 
ever, expressed the belief that the 
city should pay for the entire cost 
of the opening, because it benefitted 
the entire town. Much was made 
of the erection of 20 electroliers 
in the Live Oaks avenue improve- 
ment project, whereas only six of 
them are now lighted. 

City Attorney Whitworth replied 
that the city was in effect paying 
for the cost of the opening because 
of the donation of $1500 to the pav- 
ing cost as an offset. That the 
property owners had not been told 
that that was the case was alleged 
by Mrs. J. J. Alexander. Whitworth 
also declared that the actual cost 
of lighting the electroliers was ob- 
viously not included in their pur- 
chase and installation price. 

After extensive discussion, mem- 
bers of the council voted to con- 
tinue the hearing to next Tuesday 
night. Among other protestants who 
spoke were John O’Keefe and F. M. 
Haydenabber. 

Communications were received 
from W. L. Iversen of 900 Roble 
avenue asking that the grass and 
weeds on a neighboring lot be 
burned off and from Charles W. 
Call requesting that he be granted 
a permit to open a smoke shop in 
the O’Keefe building on the high-
